REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


a 


To the School Board of Loudon: 


I have the pleasure of submitting to you, and through 
you to the citizens of Loudon, my third annual report as 
superintendent of your schools. 

The work of your superintendent has been carried 
on in much the same manner as outlined in previous re-. 
ports and there is no oecasion for rehearsing methods. 
I have endeavored to increase the efficiency of the 
teachers and thereby the efficiency of the schools. I 
wish to testify to the whole-hearted support on the part 
of the teachers. We have, I am sure, made progress. 
We are working for and expecting yet more visible 
results. During the year I have made one hundred fifty- 
one visits to your schools. I have used my time in the 
manner which to me seemed most wise, working where 
work was most needed and where it could be made ef- 
fective. I have attended several teachers’ institutes, the 
meeting of the State Teachers’ Association, two super- 
intendents’ conferences, and have had the pleasure of 
speaking at one public gathering at Loudon. 

Hight schools have been in session for the greater part 
of the year. The resignation of Miss Sleeper at the end 
of the fourth week of the fall term made it necessary to 
transport the children at the White School to Clough 
Mill. The average enrollment in the schools has been 
practically what it was last year; ninety-eight in the 
spring and fall terms and eighty-five in the winter term. 
I took occasion in my last report to note the bearing 
which a large number of schools and small enrollment 
have upon the cost per pupil for schooling. I would again 
call your attention to this and refer you to that report. 
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Four pupils in the Osborne District are transported to the 
Upper City School in Pittsfield and three pupils attend 
the New Dover School in Chichester. The membership 
at the White School has fallen to six. The time was 
when 110 pupils were enrolled in this school. The mem- 
bership at the Yellow School continues small, and the 
attendance poor. I repeat my comment of last year: 
Continuing this school under such conditions seems un- 
wise from an educational or financial standpoint. 

The attendance, with the exception of the Pearl and 
Yellow Schools, has been good, in fact it has been ex- 
eeptionally good. The banner school in this particular 
has been the Brown. Another remarkable record was 
made at the Ridge. The membership of this school at 
the opening of the spring term was eleven. Ten of these 
pupils were perfect in attendance during the term. There 
have been, however, two or three cases where the ir- 
regular attendance seemed uncalled for, but these cases 
have been rare. - 

During the year we have had thirty-one weeks of 
school at the village, twenty-nine at the Yellow and 
thirty weeks at the other schools with the exception of 
the White, which was closed during a part of the fall 
term. This means practically thirty weeks for the town. 
The state school year closes July 15. During the last 
state school year we had an average for all schools of 
29.75 weeks. There are in the state about 250 school 
districts. It may be of interest to you to note that 
there were but thirty-two districts that had less than 
thirty. weeks as an average. The child-labor law 
passed by the last legislature requires that a child be- 
tween the age of fourteen and sixteen who desires to work 
in a shop, factory, etc., must present evidence that he 
attended. school at least 30 weeks during the year pre- 
vious to his becoming fourteen years of age or during the 
year previous to his applying for an employment cer- 
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tificate before such certificate can be granted him by the 
superintendent of schools in. the town or city where he is 
to work. Manifestly a child cannot present. any such. evi- 
dence if his school has not been in session but 28 or 29 
weeks. During the last year several Loudon children have 
been unable to secure employment certificates simply be- 
cause they had not been at school for the required time. 

Nineteen Loudon children are attending high schools or 
academies in other places. Considering the school popu- 
lation of the town this is a remarkably large number. 

The statistical table printed on another page shows 
the teachers for the year. As usual, there have been 
several new ones; Miss Watson and Miss Sanborn at the 
Brown, Miss Tanner at the Pearl, Miss Spaulding and 
Miss Hammond at the Village Grammar, Mrs. Tasker at 
the White, and Miss Taylor and Miss Hill at Clough Hill. 
The exceptionally good work of Miss Hill deserves special 
notice. The resignation of Miss Sleeper at the White 
School due to the illness of her mother was much re- 
egretted. To secure acceptable teachers for small schools 
erows increasingly difficult, especially where the teacher 
must pay $4.00 per week for board when she receives 
but $8.00 for her services as is sometimes the case. 

No considerable repairs have been made on the school 
buildings during the year. Each school has been provided 
with a covered tank:for drinking water and each child 
has been required to use an individual cup. Several of 
the buildings are in need of repairs. The Ridge School 
is very much in need of renovating inside and of new 
blackboards. Many of the seats in the grammar room 
at the village are out of commission; the shed at Clough 
Hill should receive attention, and a rearrangement of 
the out-houses at several of the schools is highly desir- 
able. It is one of the functions of the schools to teach 
morals. 

I would suggest the possibility of using the schools 
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much more generally for entertainments and social gath- 
erings. The rural school ought to stand for something 
more than merely a place for the instruction of children 
for a few hours a day for five days a week for some 
thirty weeks in the year. It may and ought properly to 
become the center of the social hfe of the community. 
Appropriate entertainments held in the school will tend 
to create an added interest in the activities of the school 
and may well be a source of revenue which could be used 
‘for needed school improvements. Our schoolrooms for 
the most part are quite free of good pictures; they need 
beautifying. We need a school library and reference 
books in each school. Here is a possible way of obtain- 
ing some of the things which we need. We would at the 
same time be making a distinct contribution to the life 
of the community. I believe that we might revive the 
old spelling bee to our advantage intellectually and finan- 
cially. | 

It is certainly the duty of the country school to do 
what it may to develop in the boys and girls a love for 
the country and of nature and to help them to see and 
appreciate the beautiful things in God’s ereation all 
about them. We should have in our schools sensible 
nature study. We should clean up and make beautiful - 
our school grounds. School gardens are as much needed 
in the country as in the city. 

In connection with the Keene Normal School there is 
maintained a model rural school. In addition to the 
ordinary work of the school the boys are learning ¢ar- 
pentry and the girls sewing and cooking. 

This work is all of a very practical nature. The boys 
built and set up their own benches. The girls have made 
towels and curtains for the schoolroom. Many of the 
pupils bring their dinners. The work in cooking ‘‘aims 
to augment the children’s lunch brought from home 
through the preparation of some attractive and nourish- 
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ing dish.’’ Something hot is provided every day by the 
older girls to supplement the cold lunches. ‘‘On one day 
each child may bring a potato from home and the lesson 
on baking potatoes results in each child having a hot 
baked potato for dinner.’’ The next day it may be hasty 
pudding. I think we will all agree that this is practical 
and sensible education. I may add that there are several 
country towns in the state where similar work is being 
done and is meeeting with the hearty approval of the 
communities. I trust the time is not far distant when 
we can make a beginning. 





It is with great sadness that I record here the death of 
Dr. William A. Megrath, who passed away February 12, 
1913. For twenty-six years Dr. Megrath had taken an 
active part in the life of this community. For some 
twenty years he had been an efficient member of the 
school board. He was the friend of the boys and girls, the 
friend of the schools. Devoted to his profession yet he 
gave willingly of his time and thought for the better- 
ment of the schools, ever taking a personal interest. He 
was always progressive, believing that the best had not 
been but was yet to come. He was a big-hearted, whole- 
souled man, a positive force for the right. We shall sadly 
miss him. In his going we have all met with a distinct 
personal loss. The memory of his devotion may well in- 
crease our devotion. . 





In conclusion I wish to extend to the school board, 
teachers, and the public my thanks for their support.
